Washington, May 8.—The passage of 
the Underwood tariff bill was prevent­ 
ed at the conclusion of the twelve- 
hour debate in the house last night, 
by the insistence of Representative 
Mann of Illinois, the minority leader, 
on the observance of a technicality 
that is usually waived on such occa­ 
sions. Discussion of the measure par­ 
agraph by paragraph had been con­ 
cluded when Representative Under­ 
wood, the Democratic leader, arose 
and called for a vote. 
A squabble 
thereupon arose between Messrs Mann 
and Underwood over a suggestion by 
Mr. Mann that a separate vote should 
be taken on an amendment that had 
been three times defeated in the 
course of consideration of the bill un­ 
der the five-minute rule, proposing the 
creation of a tariff hoard. 
There was also a difference of opin­ 
ion over the right of the minority to 
make a motion to recommit the bill 
with instructions to amend it in cer­ 
tain particulars. Thereupon Mr. Mann 
moved that the bill be read in en­ 
grossed form. 
The Democratic ma­ 
jority was helpless. The bill had been 
in process of reconstruction in minor 
particulars throughout the day and 
could not be engrossed by the proper 
officials until it had been passed. Mr. 
Underwood had no alternative ex cept 
to move an adjournment of the house. 
Great disappointment was ex pressed 
by Speaker Clark over the failure of 
the bill to pass last night. 
His feel­ 
ings in this regard were shared by the 
entire Democratic membership. 
Mr. 
Mann’s motion preventing the passage 
of the bill came like a bolt out of a 
clear sky . 
The Democrats were on hand ready 
to make a gala occasion out of the pas­ 
sage of the first omnibus tariff revi­ 
sion hill of their making in twenty 
y ears. The Underwood bill will be put 
through today . 
The measure will be 
engrossed and passed late in the after­ 
noon.

Washingtoq . May 8 .—President Wil- 
son has just signed an ex ecutive 
order throwing open to the Democrats 
and Republicans alike the 37,000 post­ 
masterships of the fourth class which 
had been converted into the civil serv­ 
ice under orders issued by President 
Roosevelt and President Taft. 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson embodied in this order 
more stringent rules for filling these 
offices by ex amination or otherwise 
than were provided in the regulations 
based on the orders of his predeces 
sors in the White House. 
The order 
does not disturb the 12,000 fourth-class 
postmasters who have been appointed 
under the civil service rules. 
Postmaster General Burleson de­ 
clared that the effect of President Wil­ 
son’s order will be merely to req uire 
fourth-class postmasters who were ap­ 
pointed not in accord with the ciivl 
service regulations to demonstrate 
their fitness for office by competitive 
ex aminations 
or 
other 
appropriate 
methods to be fix ed upon. He assert­ 
ed that the Taft order if allowed to 
stand “would hiake honest civil serv­ 
ice a farce.” 
This result will afford a partial 
satiation to the hungry horde of office- 
seekers from the south who have since 
the inauguration beset Mr. Wilson 
with appeals for the revocation of the 
order classify ing the offices.

J. W. Sappenfield has acknowledged 
temporary defeat in his plan to close 
immoral resorts in the city .

The verdicts came with such 
rapidity and unanimity as to indicate 
a popular opinion against the prose­ 
cutor’s attempt to suppress segregat­ 
ed vice, and for the present he will 
withdraw his prosecution in other 
cases. He has not decided what course 
to pursue hereafter.
